place until ready to use St. 
Before setting up the tree, saw 
off diagonally at least an inch 
of trunk and place base in 
water-containing holder. Keep 
water reservoir filled. 


3. Locate tree well away from 


fireplace, 
radiators, television 


sets, powerful electric lights and 
other sources of heat. 


4. Use only electric lights, 


and be sure they bear th« 
Underwriter's Laboratories label. 
Check wires for defects and 
loose sockets before putting on 
tree. 


5. Too many light circuits on 


one outlet may overload house 
•wiring and blow a fuse. Reduce 
the load if this happens, or 
connect part to another circuit 
outlet.

Prime Minister Nehru said Wednes- 
day he had given the "thinking" of 
Red Chinese premier Chou En-lai 
to President Eisenhower— includ- 
ing the Red view that it is time 
tor the United States to make a 
friendly move toward Communist 
China. 


Nehru told a 45-minute news 


conference that his talks with Ei- 
senhower here hnd shown him 
that United States policy "is not I 
a* rigid as I had thought." He! 
indicated this might apply to the 
U.S. attitude toward Red China 
but said he could not say spe- 
cifically. 


Nehru also said he thinks the 


United States 
and 
Russia 
are 


"not far apart'1 on problems of 
how to establish a -worldwide dis- 
armament system. The great dif-i 
ficulty between them, he said, is | 
* lack of confidence and the most 
urgent need is for measures to 
create confidence. 


200 Reporters 


The news conference at the Na- 


tional Press Club drew some 200 
reporters. It was broadcast by 
OBS TV-radio and NBQ TV. 


Responding rapidly to dozen of 


questions, "Nehru asserted that he 
thinks the changes which have oc- ! 
curred in the Soviet Union since ! 
Josef Stalin died are fundamental I 
and the "post-Stalinist policy can- 
Mt be suppressed." 


He said he' doubted that any 


Communist country could ever be- 
come a parliamentary democracy 
like the United States or India 
but he said that he thought "other 
forms'' 
of democracy 
w h i c h 


would express the popular 
will 


"will 
almost 
inevitably 
t a k e 


shape." 


Nehru expressed hopt that 10 


Americans still held in Commu- 
nist China "will be released" but 
he said it would be "embarrass- 
ing" to talk about the problem of 
these Americans in any detail 
since the matter was one for an- 
other government and that what 
he could say about it mi&ht not 
be true. 


But in reference to Red China's 


Chou En-lai, who completed a trip 
to India just before Nehru came 
here, the Indian statesman said 
"obviously we have discussed this 
with him and will discuss it with 
him." 


Nehru has a date to have a sec- 


ond meeting with Chou En-lai at 
New Delhi on Dec. 30. 


One of the first questions put to 


Nehru was whether he had given 
Eisenhower any message from the 
Chinese Communist Premier. 


"I did not bring any particular 


message from Chou En-lai," he 
said. "Naturally I had talks with 
him and I gave the President the 
gist of our talks in regard to mat- 
ters of common interest.

how to establish a worldwide dis­ 
armament system. The great dif­ 
ficulty between them, he said, is 
a lack of confidence and the most 
urgent need is for measures to 
create confidence

tional Press Club drew some 200 
reporters.

R esen d in g rapidly to dozen of 
questions, Nehru as> erred that he 
thinks the changes which have oc­ 
curred in the Soviet Union since 
Josef Stalin died are fundamental

He said he doubted that any 
Communist country could ever be­ 
come a parliam entary dem ocracy 
like the United States or India 
but he said that he thought “other 
forms’’

shape.” 


Nehru expressed hop# that IO 
Americans still held in Commu­ 
nist China ‘ will be released” but 
he said it would be

since the m atter was one for an­ 
other government and that what 
he could say about it m ight not 
be true. 
But in reierence to Red China s 
Chou En-lai, who completed a trip 
to India just before Nehru cam e 
here, the Indian statesm an said 
“obviously we have discussed this 
with him and will discuss It with 
him .” 
Nehru has a date to have a sec­ 
ond meeting with Chou En-lal at 
New Delhi on D«*c. 30 
One of tile first questions put to 
Nehru was whether he had given 
Eisenhower any message from the 
Chinese Communist Prem ier. 
“ I did not bring any particular 
message fron 
Chou En-lal,” he 
said. “ Naturally I had talks with 
him and I gave the President the 
gist of our talks in regard to m at­ 
ters of com non interest.

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47 Units May Replace 67 
In State School Structure 
According To New Revisions 


HARRISBURG WV-New revisions 


In requirements proposed as the 
basis for a complete reorganiza- 
tion of Pennsylvania's administra- 
tive school structure would result 
in 47 units throughout the state. 


As first written in a tentative 


draft of legislation endorsed by 
the State Council of Education 
and submitted to Gov. Leader, 
the reorganization c a l l e d for 
abolishment 
of the present 
67 


county school units in fa'vor of 39 
"regional school service areas" 


Reorganization of the local ad- 


ministrative areas and the office 
of the county superintendent of 
schools had been under considera- 
tion seven years and the 1955 leg- 
islature directed the council to 
produce a working plan. 


List New Units 


Under 
the latest revisions to 


five criteria tak.ng into considera- 
tion population, value of property, 
area, em-ollment and professional 
employes, the new units would be: 


1. Thirty-two counties "standing 


alone.'' 


2. Twelve other groups, meeting: 


revised criteria and including five 
units of three counties each and 
seven of two counties each. 


3. Three more groups, to make 


a total of 47, formed under an- 
other "sparsity"' formula applic- 
able only to counties With a popu- 
lation density of less than 40 per 
square mile. 


Dr. Clarence E. Ackley of the 


Public 
Instruction 
Department, 


who directed drafLr.fr of the leg- 
islation, emphasized that the coun- 
ty breakdown mill not be included 
in the law and is strictly tentative 
es it now stands. 


He pointed out that the lineup 


of counties had just been switched 
again 
following 
last 
Friday's 


meeting with e d u c a t o r s from 
throughout the state. One of thevr 
chief complaints about the origi- 
nal criteria was that It resulted in 


areas thnt were too large. 


No Dividing Line 


Although the legislation would 


permit 
the crossing of 
county 


lines Dr. Ackley said that present 
thinking of the special advisory 
committee was to stick to enliic 
counties because "there is no 
logical 
dividing line" 
to split 


counties. 


Dr. Ackley also disclosed that 


the advisory committee voted to 
accept another rocommednatlon 
of local educators and advise that 
the new unlta be called "inter- 
mediate school service 
areas" 


rather than regional areas. He 
said the decision was made in 
view of "confusion" arising from 
the, term regional.

Speaking to Air Force Academy 


cadets, Gen. Nathan F. Twining 
disclosed that more than 1,000 
B47 Air Force medium bombers 
flew non&top missions averaging 
8,000 miles in a two-week period 
ended Dec. 11. 


He also recalled that a few days 


earlier eitrhl B52 jet bombers cir- 
cled the continent In 24-hour-plus 
flights, logging as many as 17,000 
nonstop miles 


"This is the first time that the 


nation's strategic air force has 
tested the operational capability 
of Its strike force in such large 
numbers during such a short per- 
iod of time." Twining said. 


Takes Profit From War 


"This demonstrated ability of 


nations to deliver powerful weap- 
ons by air has clearly taken the 
proiit out of war," he noted in a 
l e c t u r e 
commemorating the 


Wright brothers' first night in 
1903. 


The operation meant that within 


a fortnight the swift bombers, re- 
fueling in the air, flew a total of 
eight million miles. 


Twining said the Strategic Air 


Command in its mssion "dramat- 
ically demonstrated the potential- 
ity of our B52, the world's hard- 
est-hitting, 
longesUranging j e t 


bombers " 


Eight of the B52 bombers made 


simulated 
combat missions 
cir- 


cling the North American contl 
nent They ranged as far north 
as the North Pole. 


"Ail eight bettered the previous 


B52 record of 24 hours 
aloft.' 


Twining said, "and in doing so 
flev.r nonstop flights as long a
